()n direct examination, Navarro said he had gone to the lake the evening of 
July 27, putting his sleeping bag in his pickup truck, after his wife had gone to 
Los Angeles, and his daughter was also on a visit 
Defense Attorney James Lindsey brought out that the prosecution has 
elicited conflicting testimony as to where the alleged bribery solicitation 
involving Navarro took place at Zaca Lake The state s testimony has 
indicated it could have taken place at a barbecue, at the cabin of one of the 
developers or in a car 
Navarro testified he felt Board chairman Charles F ( atterlm - his boss - 
also was never connected with any wrongdoing in the Zaca Lake case He 
claimed he told arresting officers this when he was apprehended Aug 19 after 
having driven Catterlin home from the County Administration Building 
Navarro said that while he favored the Zaca Lake project and talked to the 
developers about it, he never went to the extreme of asking them for money. 
When he was arrested Aug 19 officers said they found $1,000 in cash on his 
person Navarro claims it was a contribution from the developers to the 
Houston Flournoy gubernatorial campaign 
The prosecution rested its case Monday afternoon after Sheriff s Lt George 
Bregante — head of the special unit investigating the case - concluded 
testimony which had begun Friday 
Lt Bregante testified that he called Navarro a “ liar' when he and Sgt John 
Wells placed Navarro under arrest, for bribery, only to have Navarro claim 
the $1,000 cash was a campaign contribution. 
Lt Bregante said he told Navarro then he was a liar and “ 1 still believe it. 
Supervisor Catterlin's vote July 29 against the overnight development 
sought by Zaca Lake developers killed the hopes of the resort owners for a 
large-scale expansion project They claim they cannot make it economically 
on the day use permit granted them

Capital punishment 


before court again 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today agreed to hear an appeal by 
a man on North Carolina’s death row 
seeking to ban capital punishment 
forever as being “ cruel and unusual 
punishment." 
In one of a series of orders, the 
justices accepted the case of convicted 
murderer Jesse T. Fowler for oral 
arguments 
followed 
by 
a 
written 
opinion This will give the Court the 
opportunity to expand on its landmark 
1972 ruling that sharply restricted use of 
the death penalty while not banning it 
outright 
On the other hand, the justices could 
confine themselves to the narrower 
issue of whether the North Carolina 
Supreme 
Court 
acted 
legally 
in 
rewriting sections of the state's old 
death penalty law — revisions enacted 
by the legislature last April 
Fowler, a black, is one of seven men 
on North Carolina's death row who 
appealed to the Supreme Court, along 
with two inmates in Georgia The Court 
accepted only Fowler's appeal, and the 
others presumably will remain in limbo 
pending a decision

C. Lungren, ordered the surgery late 
Monday night when new tests disclosed 
a large clot in Nixon’s left hip, above 
those previously discovered in the left 
leg The new clot was closer to an artery 
which leads directly to the heart.

Sawhill resigns 


as energy chief 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - John C. 
Sawhill, who was at odds with the White 
House over a proposed gasoline tax 
surcharge, has resigned as federal 
energy administrator, President Ford 
announced today. 


Ford told reporters at the White 
House that Sawhill would be succeeded 
by 
Andrew 
E. 
Gibson, 
a 
former 
assistant secretary of commerce for 
martime affairs. 


Sawhill, 38, took over as head of the 
Federal Energy Administration in June, 
replacing 
William 
E. 
Simon, 
who 
became secretary of the Treasury. 


In his letter of resignation dated 
today, Sawhill said he had accomplished 
what he set out to do in setting up the 
FEA. 


“ I feel that the time has come for me 
to move on to new responsibilities ... I 
have enjoyed working as a member of 
your team and would be delighted to 
serve you again should the opportunity 
present itself.” 
Ford said that Sawhill will be offered 
a "first rate” position in government. 
He denied that Sawhill was “ dumped" 
but said that Secretary of Interior 
Rogers C.B. Morton had the right to 
make his own appointments as overall 
administration energy coordinator. In 
that respect, Ford said he supported 
Morton

The operation was performed on the 
first floor of the hospital and then Nixon 
was returned to his room in the new 
intensive care unit on the seventh floor. 
Lungren made a sudden decision 
Monday night to operate after tests 
showed “ a fresh and active clot" in the 
left leg 
Hickman said the clots in the thigh 
will either dissolve eventually or Nixon 
will develop alternative circulation rou­ 
tes. 


In any event, he indicated, the clip 
should “ permanently” solve the threat 
of clots breaking loose and reaching the 
heart and lungs. 
A hospital spokesman said additional 
tests will be performed on Nixon’s leg 
later this week. The tests, similar to the 
ones which discovered the new clot, 
involve removing blood, mixing it with 
radioactive 
substances 
and 
then 
replacing 
it in 
Nixon s veins and 
monitoring it with a Geiger counter to 
detect any new clotting. 
Before the operation, Lungren said 
there was “ somewhat more risk than 
normal” because Nixon’s blood had been 
thinned for more than one month to 
prevent clotting. 


But, following the surgery, Lungren 
said there was no problem with the 
bleeding

Village and Mission Hills will go up 46 
per cent this Nov. 1 by an unanimous 
vote yesterday of the Santa Barbara 
County Board of Supervisors.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Refusing to 
use the word recession, President Ford 
said 
today 
he

“ open 
to 
suggestions” for more stringent anti­ 
inflation and energy saving measures 
—including a ceiling on oil imports —if 
his own economic remedies fail. 
In an impromtu, untelevised news 
conference, 
the 
President 
also 
announced a shakeup among his high- 
level 
energy 
advisers, 
expressed 
continuing support for his nomination of 
Nelson A. Rockefeller as vice president 
and hinted he may sign a bill increasing 
GI 
benefits 
which 
he 
previously 
described as inflationary. 
Ford, planning to campaign in his 
former Michigan congressional district 
later in the day, continued to hammer at 
the Democrats as the “ spenders” in 
government. 
Calling himself “ a saver,” he added 
he was reviewing more than 100 options 
that could prune between $5.4 billion and 
$7.5 billion from the federal budget in 
the current 1975 fiscal year. 
Ford said that if Congress approves 
many of the provisions in his 31-point 
program to prevent a further economic 
slump, “ I am confident it will work.” 
“ But if it doesn’t,” he added, “ I will 
be open to suggestions.” He indicated 
that included a ceiling on oil imports if 
“ necessary.” 
Although at least three of his top 
economic advisers have described the 
current situation as a recession, Ford 


hedged on his own definition. 
“ Whether it is a recession or not is 
immaterial,” he said. “ We really don’t 
care what the name is. We want 
solutions.” 


At the news conference, his fourth 
since becoming president and the first 
not to be televised, Ford also: 


—Announced the resignation of John 
C. 
Sawhill 
as 
federal 
energy 
administrator and a shake-up of the 
high-level energy team including the 
appointment of 
Atomic 
Energy 
Commission chairman Dixy Lee Ray to 
be assistant secretary of state for 
oceans and international environmental 
matters. 


—Said 
he believes 
Nelson 
A. 
Rockefeller will be confirmed as vice 
president and added that “ I strongly 
support him" for the No. 2 position in 
the nation “ as I did in August.” 


—Said 
he 
believed 
that 
he 
had 
stimulated some voter interest in the 
Nov. 5 congressional election by his 
campaigning through 14 states so far. 
But he expressed regret at the “ voter 
apathy” which he recognizes throughout 
the country 
-Announced he still intends to go to 
Japan next month despite growing 
antinuclear 
demonstrations 
in 
that 
country. 
The President described his economic 
program as “ finely tuned” to handle 


both inflation and economic decline He 
said if Congress approves it, "I am 
confident that it will work 


“ But if it doesn’t, I will be open to 
suggestions” for stiffer measures, he 
added. 


One of Ford’s aims is to cut the flow of 
oil imports by 1 million barrels a day 
from the current 6 million barrel a day 
rate The emphasis to date has been on 
voluntary conservation measures. 


Asked if he might clamp a ceiling on 
oil imports, either by volume or dollar 
value, if the voluntary approach does not 
work, the President replied: 


“ We will move to what is necessary 
including the possibility of mandatory 
limitations to achieve that result 


Asked if he felt the economy was in a 
recession, a definition now used by at 
least three of the administration s top 
economists, 
Ford 
replied 
tartly 
“ Whether

advised to delete 18 deputy 
sheriff

budget last summer. 
County supervisors called in 
C a r p e n te r 
for 
f u r th e r 
discussions on staffing and 
p a r t i c u l a r l y 
on 
the 
department's soaring overtime 
expense, which rose to $153,000 
two years ago and is projected 
at $317,000 this fiscal year 
including 
personnel 
at 
detention 
- 
corfection 
facilities 
It is the sheriff’s contention 
that large amounts of overtime 
are necessary to make up for 
lack of personnel 
The supervisors called on the 
administrative 
officer 
and 
auditor-controller to furnish 
analyses to the board Nov. 12 
as to the administration of 
overtime The sheriff said he 
felt the overtime projections 
were “rather alarming.” 
The crime report of the 
sheriff's office, presented by a 
department analyst, showed a 
“ big rise in major crimes” 
took 
place 
in 
the 
county 
between 1960 and 1970, with a 
subsequent leveling off and a 
reduction in 1973. 
The reduced major crime 
total was linked to the fact 
there was an adequate force of 
sworn personnel, but crimes 
are now on the rise again at the 
very time the sheriff’s force is 
undermanned, it is claimed. 
Juvenile crime in the county 
areas is also on the increase, 
the board was told. 
Inflation is responsible for 
the increased expenditures in 
the department, rather than 
costs attributed to personnel, 
the supervisors were informed 
Carpenter told the board he 
felt the soaring overtime could 
be attributed to only one of two 
causes. “It is either due to 
reduction of personnel or we 
a re 
not 
r e s p o n s i b l y 
administering it,” he declared. 
Staffing for Goleta Valley 
area which is involved 
in 
possible annexation by the city 
of Santa Barbara is a good 
example, the sheriff said. He 
pointed out that in the area 
intended for annexation by the 
city, the staff that would be 
seen needed by city police 
would consist of 67 sworn 
personnel and 20 non-sworn 
personnel.

person 
governing board this morning 
accepted a corrected sewage 
project bond offer that will 
place $1.5 million in their hands 
this Thursday and may cost the 
city another $4,000 in interest. 
The City Council also heard 
an expert say that sluggish 
state 
grant 
policies 
were 
largely the reason why there 
weren’t more bidders on the 
bond issue, and perhaps lower 
interest rates, in the first 
place. 
With the bond issue, the city 
will borrow $1.5 million this 
week and pay back about $3.4 
million by the year 2,000. The 
$1.5 million will go toward the 
city’s share of the $16.8 million 
regional sewage project. 
The 
council 
had 
already 
accepted the bid on Oct. 8, but 
it was later discovered that the 
yearly interest rates decreased 
over the years between 1988 
and 2,000. This conflicted with 
the terms of sale imposed by 
financial consultants Stone and 
Youngberg, Inc The consulting 
firm should have caught the 
miscue, 
City 
Administrator 
Gene Wahlers said, but “they 
just blew it.” 
Stone and Youngberg asked 
the solitary bidder for the city 
bonds to resubmit an offer that 
does conform to the terms of 
sale. The result was the higher 
cost plan approved by the 
council this morning. 
“It’s doubtful that you would 
ever realize this additional cost 
anyw ay,” 
Alan 
Miller, 
representing 
the 
consulting 
firm, told the board He was 
referring to what Wahlers put 
at a 50-50 chance that the city 
would refinance the bonds at 
lower rates when the bond 
market improves 
Councilman Art Scott told 
Miller that 
as a 
“private 
businessman,” if he, Scott, had 
made such a financial mistake, 
he would likely have to pay for 
it. 
Councilman 
Emil 
Scolan 
grouped the financial 
firm 
under 
the 
heading 
of 
“ incompetent 
so-called 
experts” 
and 
called 
the 
incident another example of 
the city paying high dollar for 
poor service from consulting 
firms. 
But the panel was unanimous 
that they had no other choice 
but to approve the corrected 
offer. Miller told them the bond 
market is as sick as ever and 
readvertising for sewer bond 
bids would bring either higher 
bids or possibly no bids at all 
Wahlers added that the city’s 
stellar construction bids for the 
sewage project — 40 per cent 
over estimates — will not be 
valid after the first of next 
month To readvertise for the 
construction offers, he has 
indicated, would be a sure way 
of ballooning the project cost 
even more 
It wouldn’t be 
practical to get another bond 
bid before this deadline, the 
administrator gauged 
Miller said that the chief 
reason there were no more 
than one bond bidder at the 
Oct 
8 opening 
was 
state 


reluctance 
to 
guarantee 
beforehand that grant funds 
would be extended to cover the 
higher project cost in the event 
of a higher than expected bid. 
“It 
was the construction 
costs that scared them (the 
other prospective bond bidding 
firms),” Miller said. 
“The 
thing that worries the bidders 
is that there just won’t be 
enough money to build the 
thing.” The bonds are to be 
repaid through proceeds from 
the regional sewage system. 
Wahlers agreed, saying that 
before the bond openings he’d 
received a number of calls 
from financial institutions in 
New York, asking if the state 
had pledged to extend grant 


funds to cover the extra cost of 
th e 
p r e d i c t a b l e 
high 
construction bids. 


“When we were not able to 
provide documentation of the 
state grant — only verbal 
assurances — then they backed 
off,” Wahlers related. 


T he 
f o r m a l 
p r o j e c t 
construction 
contract 
bid 
award is now slated for Nov. 
19, Wahlers said. Earth moving 
crews will want to get to work 
as soon as possible on the 
massive ground moving phase 
of the project. But if the recent 
heavy 
rains 
continue, 
the 
area’s already long postponed 
sewage enterprise is likely to 
be put off even further.

The 22 bills were among 36 
pieces of legislation that have 
been awaiting Presidential ac­ 
tion since Congress adjourned 
Oct. 18 
Other major bills signed give 
Congress control over transfers 
of nuclear materials to foreign 
countries, order research into 
solar energy, and end the U.S. 
commitment to defend Taiwan. 
Ford has until midnight to 
act on the 14 remaining bills, 
which include more money for 
Amtrak, a bill to give blind 
vendors preference over vend­ 
ing machines in federal build­ 
ings, and a measure increasing 
federal insurance on personal 
bank accounts from $20,000 to 
$40,000. 
The “no knock” laws were 


intended 
to allow 
federal 
agents enter homes without

to surprise

But the laws led to abuses

Younger terms new

In return, Norris said, they 
received a gold-plated money 
clip designed to simulate a 
police badge which carried the 
words,

Norris, 
the 
badges 
were 
used 
to 
get 
“special treatment when in­ 
volved in a brush with the law 
or 
when 
dealing 
with 
the 
district attorney’s office. Ev­ 
eryone knew it was a badge of 
special privilege.” 
The existence of the EJY 
club was first disclosed in 1970 
when Younger first ran for 
attorney 
general. The fund 
supposedly had been in opera­ 
tion between 1966 and 1969. 
In 
the 
earlier campaign, 
op p on en ts 
of 
Y oun ger 
suggested 
that 
EJY 
Club 


members might be receiving 
special favors from Younger. 
Younger denied the charges 
then, and repeated his denials 
Monday. He said Norris was

Supreme Court refuses 
request to block benefits 


WASHINGTON (U P I)-T h e 
supreme Court today refused 
California’s 
request 
that 
a 
state 
supreme 
court 
order 
increasing welfare benefits to 
some children be blocked until 
the U. S. Supreme Court can 
rule on its legality. 
The U S. Supreme Court has 
not yet decided whether it will 
hear the appeal brought by 
California 
Attorney General 
Evelle J. Younger. 
The 
California 
Supreme 
Court held that state welfare 
laws subtracting the amount of 
lodging and utilities given when 
children live with non-welfare 
relatives conflicts with federal 
law and is invalid. 
State law subtracts a flat 
sum from aid for dependent 
children 
checks 
when 
the 
children live with relatives who 
are not on welfare. 
The state court held that this 
flat sum, which was not based 
on 
actual 
value 
received, 
assumed that the relative was 
giving the child a home as a 
gift, without expecting some 
kind of payment 


California said that unless 
the California court decision is 
overturned it would have to pay 
over $4 million more in child 
welfare benefits each year 
At the same time the court 
refused 
to 
stay 
the 
state 
supreme court’s invalidation of 
other regulations which reduce 
dependent children’s payments 
for the unborn. 
The regulations, according to 
Younger, 
“provided 
for 
a 
recognition of the fact that 
many of the needs of an unborn 
child are met by its mother.” 
The

housing,

The state court held the 
regulations 
conflicted 
with 
state law California has been

relations are “on the way up” 
after troubles over Washing­ 
ton's support of Pakistan in the 
1971 Indo-Pakistani war.

recognized

claim to the West Bank in a 
major diplomatic defeat for 
Jordan’s King Hussein who lost 
the 
territory 
in 
the 
1967 
Mideast War. 
The Palestinians announced 
they would set up a government 
in exile —with a “wartime" 
cabinet —as the first step in 
trying to create an independent 
state on the West Bank, a move 
Israel 
rejected 
in advance. 
Former Prime Minister Golda 
Meir has said creation of a 
Palestinian state on the West 
Bank would be “a knife at 
Israel’s heart ” 
Today, Hussein and Arafat 
set aside their bitter rivalry to 
join in the surprise agreement 
in a rare show of unity. Arab

under criticism 
from the state auditor general 
Auditor General Harvey Rose 
Monday issued a report saying 
Flournoy's 
office 
failed 
to 
collect 
an 
estimated 
$36 
million due the state from 
California’s eight largest banks 
on unclaimed accounts since 
1968 
In another report, Rose said 
Brown’s office has failed to 
obtain 
required 
information 
statements from IS per cent of 
California corporations, result­ 
ing in the state losing $192,000 
in filing fees this year and last 
year 
Flournoy 
and 
Brown had 
differing 
interpretations 
of 
Rose’s report on the control­ 
ler’s office 
Flournoy said the auditor 
general's findings support his 
contentation that the control­ 
ler’s office left only about $3 6 
million uncollected from banks 
instead of the $60 million to 
$100 million Brown and other 
critics had charged 
The controller said the report 
stows that Brown's charges 
about the state’s loss “have 
been based on gross exaggera­ 
tion or disregard of the facts ” 
He said Brown should apologize 
not only to him but to “the 
people 
he 
mislead 
by 
his 
charges ” 
But Doug Fagin, a spokes­ 
man for Democrat Brown, said 
the report “did not contradict 
but 
substantiates” 
Brown's 
charges that the state lost an 
amount “ far greater” than $3 6 
million 
Fagin pointed out 
Rose’s 
figure was based on a survey of 
eight of the more than 100 
banks in California and the 


auditor general had concluded 
that banks had underpaid the 
state 
“ an 
undetermined 
amount of monies” from 1959 
through 1973 
Rose said the 
total amount of underpayment 
could not be estimated because 
of lack of adequate records 
The $6 6 million figure “ is 
only the tip of the iceberg,” 
said Fagin, adding the report 
“clearly shows Flournoy has 
been an ineffective and inept 
a d m i n i s t r a t o r 
of 
the 
controller’s office.” 
Rose's report said the $3 6 
million in underpayments re­ 
sulted from “ ineffective en­ 
forcement by the office of state 
controller of the unclaimed 
property law ” 
The unclaimed funds—sav­ 
ings accounts, money orders, 
checking accounts and others— 
go to the state under the law 
after a specified period. But 
banks withhold interest and 
impose 
service 
charges, 
a 
practice critics contend short­ 
changes the state by millions 
each year. 


The report noted that Flour­ 
noy 
Sept. 
24 
issued 
an 
emergency regulation designed 
to prevent the underpayment 
and 
it 
said 
the 
regulation 
“substantially 
resolves” 
the 
issue. 
But 
a 
Sacramento 
County Superior Court judge 
Friday blocked enforcement of 
the regulation because it was 
adopted 
without 
a 
public 
hearing. 


Rose, hired by the Democrat- 
lc-controlled 
legislature, 
recommended the controller’s 
office take steps to recover the 
funds from the eight banks and, 
“to the extent possible,” from 
o th e r 
d e t e r m i n e d 
underpayments from all banks. 
Rose said Brown’s office of 
secretary 
of 
state did 
not 
obtain 
the 
information 


statements 
from 
32,000 
corporations costing the state 
about $96,000 annually in filing 
fees for 1973 and this year. 
He 
also 
said 
the 
state 
archives, within the secretary 
of 
state’s office, 
has “not 
effectively met its statutory 
responsibilities” for maintain­ 
ing historical materials due to 
a lack of adequate personnel

what by accident in the sum­ 
mer of 1971 in Yankee Sta­ 
dium. 
As Rollie remembers it,

slugfest and Bob Locker (the 
A’s relief specialist at the 
time) was hurt.

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Demos expected 
to tighten seats 
in U.S. Senate 


WASHINGTON 
(U PI)

After the 1936 elections, there 
were so many Democrats in the 
Senate that some of them had 
to sit in a row of seats called 
the "Cherokee Strip" on the 
Republican side of the cham 
ber. 
No one expects a repeat of 
1936 this year The Democrats 
are not going to have 75 
senators after the 
Nov. 
5 
election. 
But everyone. Republicans 
included, anticipate that the 
Democrats will tighten their 
control over the Senate —an 
unbroken dominance that now 
spans 20 years. 
Going into the elections, the 
Democrats hold a 58-42 edge 
* New York's James L. Buck­ 
ley, 
a 
Conservative 
party 
member, lines up with the GOP 
and Virginia’s Harry F. Byrd, 
an 
independent, 
with 
the 
Democrats. 
While everyone expects the 
Democrats to add to their 
margin, the speculation runs 
anywhere from two to eight, 
with the common denominator 
four or five. 
Even without Watergate, in­ 
flation, the Nixon pardon, the 
refusal of many good, potential 
candidates to run, and the 
prospects of a poor GOP voter 
turnout, 1974 was not expected 
to 
be 
a 
good 
year 
for 
Republicans to increase their 
Senate strength. 
Six GOP incumbents are in 
deep danger of defeat. They are 
Sens. Peter H. Dominick of 
Colorado, 
Robert 
Dole 
of 
Kansas, Marlow W. Cook of 
Kentucky, Jacob K. Javits of 
New York, Henry Bellmon of 
Oklahoma and Milton Young of 
North Dakota. 


In addition, the retirements 
of Sens. George D. Aiken of 
Vermont, Norris Cotton of New 
Hampshire, and Wallace F. 


Bennett of Utah cost the GOP 
three premier vote getters 
Although 
Republicans are 
fielding strong replacements, 
the Democrats have an even 
chance in Utah and an outside 
chance in New Hampshire. 
Of the 34 Senate seats at 
stake, 20 are held by Demo­ 
crats and 14 by Republicans, 
which on the surface would 
give the GOP more targets. 
But included in the 20 are 
Democratic seats in southern 
states such as Alabama, North 
Carolina, Arkansas, Louisiana, 
and Georgia, where the Repub­ 
licans have no chance 
And outside the South, the 
Democrats are fielding such 
entrenched and seemingly un­ 
beatable veterans as Sens 
Warren G. Magnuson of Wa­ 
shington, Daniel K. Inouye of 
Hawaii, Abiaham Ribicoff of 
Connecticut, and Gaylord Nel­ 
son of Wisconsin, plus less 
seasoned but just as formidable 
candidates as Adlai Stevenson 
III of Illinois, Alan Cranston of 
California and Thomas Eagle- 
ton of Missouri.

Imminent 
means more than three months, less 
than six months 
Syria is the spearhead Having built 
extensive settlements in the Golan 
Heights, the Israelis will not put the 
settlers in danger by returning any part 
of this occupied territory So the Syrians 
with a rapidly accelerated increase of 
Soviet arms will meet this refusal by an 
attack Or the Israelis fearing such an 
attack will resort to a preemptive 
strike 
Increasingly the blame for Israel’s 
plight is placed on the United States 
That was the thrust of a column in the 
New York Times by C. L Sulzberger 
writing from Israel He gave figures for 
the tanks produced annually by the

But in the Sulzberger column, as in 
other reflections of Israeli concern, the 
growing doubt has a larger compass It 
is over our preoccupation with our own 
troubles: inflation, the energy crisis, the 
scandals of the Nixon administration A 
reflection of all this is a trend toward 
isolation, a determination to stay out of 
other peoples' troubles 
That this is seen in Israel as a failure 
of will is understandable Their situation 
is infinitely worse than ours with taxes 
that absorb all but a small fraction of 
surplus income The defense budget is at 
least 25 per cent of gross national 
product. And this is rising with new 
fortifications on the Golan Heights and 
the call-up of reserves. 
To absorb anything like 60,000 Russian 
Jew s will mean an extraordinary effort 


in housing and job creation, should the 
agreement with the Soviet llnioh on 
emigration be lived up to This comes at 
the same time that the rate of giving 
from Jews in the United States has 
begun to decline 
If the gloomy foreboding is correct

Now times are bad and the President 
asks the people to spend money less and 
waste not 1 met a local man who has a 
proposition that could help to relieve the 
economic ills of a certain rank in our

Only many people who hear the 
proposition immediately suspect that 
his true reasoning is not so much in the 
interest of national affairs as it is in the 
interest of affairs, period. 
Possibly, 32-year-old Roger is just a 
man ahead of his time. 
When he suggested the proposition to 
the local welfare department, the lady 
there gave him one of those I-know- 
what-you’re-up-to looks And people at 
the employment office reacted the same 
way. 
Last January, Roger and his wife 
finally separated and he took on the 
responsibility of raising their seven- 
year-old daughter and 11-year-old son. 
The 
undertaking 
was 
doubly 
hard 
because at the same time he was looking 
for a job. 
As he collected unemployment and the 
children received welfare, they lived in 
their four bedroom house in Mission 
Hills Roger split his time hunting for 
work, taking care of his daughter and 
son, and performing housework. 
“ There’s nothing of woman’s work I 
can't do but have a baby,” Roger says 
defiantly 
This triple chore soon grew too 
demanding, so he asked the people at 
welfare and employment if they could 
recommend a good live-in housekeeper. 
She could have the fourth bedroom and 
he would pay her 50 cents an hour to 
babysit when he wasn't around and the 
children were home from school. 
Roger specified a live-in housekeeper 
because he figured on giving her free 
room and board in exchange of a salary 
which he couldn't afford 
The proposition sounded straight to 
him, but Roger got the feeling he said 
the wrong thing 
Time passed. Roger did part-time 
jobs. He continued to take care of his 
two children, clean the house, keep-up 
the front yard, wash clothes, cook 
m eals. The children helped. 
About two months ago he ran a Record 
ad for a live-in housekeeper. 
“ The phone rang all the time. A lot 
were from teen-agers who misread the 
ad and thought I wanted someone to 
come in everyday to work. A few calls 
were from older people who asked what 
went on during the evening, after the 


children went to bed. I considered them 
crack pot calls,” said Roger. 
He interviewed and hired a young 
woman. A little immature, she did okay, 
but recently she informed Roger she 
decided to move back to Pennsylvania. 


He placed a second ad to receive far 
fewer calls. A woman, about 19, was 
hired. A week later she quit over an 
incident about the discipline of Roger's 
daughter. 


Today, Roger, who makes $2 an hour 
pumping 
gas, 
has 
expanded

proposition into two. He would like a 
live-in housekeeper or someone who is 
willing to share his house, and is 
working 
Under this plan, expenses (like rent)

time and money spent on solar power 
will be worth more to us. Concerning 
recreation, there is not much of a need 
for more reservoirs if the few in the 
area already are not being used by a 
fraction of the projected people. 


Arguments as to the “ wild" status of 
the Stanislaus are really academic, but 
damming it isn’t. That there are 11 other 
dams is no reason to build another. 
The two of your arguments that 
bother me the most are your discussions 
of the “ suddenness” of the project, and 
the $83 million spent The dam has been 
bouncing around since it was initially 
approved in 1944. It’s a porkbarrel 
project of the Corps that has finally 
come up If it is so needed, where has it 
been 
for 
30 
years? 
If 
financial 
considerations are so important, why 
not worry about the total cost of an 
unneeded dam. Pre-inflation projected 
costs are nearly $300 million dollars. In 
this time of economic crunch, perhaps 
this project should be scrapped now. 


More important to me than these 
several, questional points are three 
other considerations Proposition 17 is a 
peoples proposition, the only one on the 
November ballot put there by voters. 
Here is a chance for the voters to regain 
some of the control they should have 
over the governments that were meant 
to serve them I also question the value 
of the build-expand-grow philosophy that 
breeds projects like this. Growth is not 
an absolute good, and we will have to 
realize that soon. We must voluntarily 
control ourselves before the natural 
controls that we’re so ready to evade 
are 
forcefully 
re-established. 
And 
finally, consider the river. Maybe it’s 
foolish, but stop arguing about its uses 
or its exploitable potential Those are 
only short term bargains. The river has 
a value just by being Let it live. Leave 
it alone!
